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By Vikki Ortiz Healy 
andNereida Moreno i Chicago tribune 
Scorching temperatures and muggy air will 
make the Chicago area feel like a giant sauna 
over the next several days, sending emergency 
responders into high alert while prompting 
pop-up community cooling stations, make- 
shift ice beds for zoo animals and postpone- 
ment of popular outdoor events. 

As of Wednesday morning, temperatures 
were expected to reach the low to mid-gos on 
Thursday and the high 90s on Friday, with hu- 
midity levels creating a heat index that feels 
more like too to no degrees, according to 
Kevin Donofrio, meteorologist with the Na- 
tional Weather Service. 

The heat wave will continue through the 
weekend, with temperatures only a few digits 
lower during the day Saturday and Sunday and 
remaining in the mid-yos and even low 80s 
overnight, Donofrio said. Temperatures are 
expected to drop early next week. 

Rich Guidice, managing deputy director of 
operations for the Chicago Office of Emer- 


gency Management and Communications, 
said the city is encouraging residents to help 
monitor those who may be vulnerable in ex- 
treme heat. It’s a proactive approach the city 
has taken since the deadly 1995 heat wave that 
claimed more than 700 lives, he said. 

“Check on your friends, loved ones— you 
just don’t want to assume that everyone’s do- 
ing OK,” Guidice said. “We really stress and 
feel that it’s important that you do those well- 
being checks as well.” 

The Chicago Department of Family and 
Support Services operates air-conditioned 
cooling centers across the city Six are in 
community service centers, and several are 
found at libraries and police stations, which 
are available after hours, on weekends and on 
holidays, as needed. The Garfield Center, at 
10 S. Kedzie Ave., is available 24/7. 

Cook County’s Department of Home- 
land Security also announced the opening of 
28 cooling centers. A Hst of center locations 
and hours is available at cookcountyil.gov. 

The heat wave is the result of a “heat dome” 


or bubble of hot air that typically sits over the 
middle of the country at this time of year but 
is moving in our direction because pressure 
from the east has subsided, allowing the hot 
air to move in, Donofrio said. 

Backyard gardens will no doubt feel the 
impact of the heat, especially plants that 
have been in the ground for less than three 
years and do not have well-established root 
systems, said Tim Johnson, senior director of 
horticulture at the Chicago Botanic Garden. 

Johnson recommends closely monitoring 
annuals, anything in pots or containers, and 
tree shrubs and perennials planted in recent 
years. If the soil around a plant seems dry just 
under the surface, give it water. But make sure 
to water the roots, and don’t allow water to drip 
to the outside edge off of leaves, Johnson said. 

Weather officials caution that pets are at 
high risk for illness with prolonged exposure 
to the heat. 

Knowing this, Carlos Zambrano, owner of 
Doggy Dojo, a dog day-care service in Avon- 
dale, has added three kiddie swimming pools to 


the outdoor area where as many as 75 dogs take 
turns cooling themselves several times daily 
Zambrano said pet owners can spot an 
overheated dog by noticing if it is particularly 
lethargic. If a dog is not producing much saliva 
or if its gums stay white when pressure is ap- 
plied, the dog may be dehydrated, he added. 

At Six Flags Great America in Gurnee, park 
visitors will have access to air-conditioned 
theaters where they can cool off, said Kathryn 
Enrique, spokeswoman for the park. 

And at Brookfield Zoo, visitors will be 
sprayed by seven misters throughout the prop- 
erty while polar bears, grizzly bears and snow 
leopards will be given treats hidden in big ice 
buckets, as well as mounds of ice to play with 
or rest upon. Reindeer will have cooling mis- 
ters blasting in their shaded yards, said Bill Zei- 
gler, senior vice president of animal programs 
for the Chicago Zoological Society 

Other animals, like the camels, won’t need 
any special accommodations. 

“It’s not that different from being on the 
African belt,” Zeigler said.

The long, slow erosion of the Olympics’ claim 
to sporting purity has reached a new land- 
mark. 

The Summer Games in Rio de Janeiro will 
be gambled on inside Nevada sports books. 

The Nevada Gaming Control Board, acting 
on the interests of race and sports book direc- 
tors in the state, agreed last year to allow bet- 
tors to wager on Olympic events for the first 
time since the practice was forbidden in 2001. 

Asked if the world should pause to mourn 
the lost innocence once associated with the 
Games, the head of Las Vegas’ powerful West- 
gate SuperBook saw no reason to shed a tear. 

“ ‘Used to be’ is exactly right, because al- 
most everyone in the Olympics is getting paid 
now,” Jay Kornegay said. “I don’t think there’s 
anything wrong with it. The Kenyans in the 
marathon, the Russians— they get paid. Our 
athletes get endorsements. There are very few 
amateurs left.” 


Experts speculate Nevada books will ac- 
cept around $20 million to S30 million in bet- 
ting tickets on Olympic events, a small frac- 
tion compared with the sports that gamblers 
bet most frequently on the big boards along 
the Strip. 

Jay Rood, director of the race and sports 
book for MGM Resorts, said he expects 
70 percent of Olympic bets to be on men’s 
basketball games. 

Nevada’s Gaming Control Board’s ban on 
Olympic gambling came after a campaign by 
Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.) sought to stop 
betting on college sports. 

McCain’s argument was that point-shaving 
concerns were real, because Nevada previ- 
ously didn’t set fines on University of Nevada 
Las Vegas basketball games. The sports books 
ultimately retained college sports gambling, 
adding UNLV and Nevada games, but made 
a concession in 2001 to stop setting fines on 
the Olympics. 


In 2012, however, the Summer Games in 
London were bet upon by books in England, 
catching the Nevada sports book directors’ 
attention and prompting them to push their 
state to overturn the ban. 

“Everybody agreed that we don’t think 
the state of Nevada is interested in booking 
i2-year-old gymnasts or ice skaters,” Rood 
said, “but we do want to book the basketball, 
the hockey, some of the track and field— 
things that are appealing ... the volleyball, the 
swimming.” 

Stephen Mosher, a sports ethics and char- 
acter development professor at Ithaca Col- 
lege in New York, said it is “not surprising to 
hear that Vegas is taking bets on Olympics. 

“The purity of the Olympic movement was 
lost years ago when the International Olym- 
pic Committee removed any distinction be- 
tween amateurism and professionalism. Only 
in the US. does a portion of the population 
actually believe in what even the IOC calls

He enlists the help of 
his uncle Phil (Steve Carell), a bigwig at an 
agency who has his secretary, Vonnie (Kristen 
Stewart), show Bobby around town. Bobby 
is attracted to Vonnie, who is pointedly un- 
pretentious, but she’s secretly having an affair 
with his uncle. Shenanigans ensue. 

What’S good? 

As is the case with much of Allen’s middle-

of-the-road work, “Cafe Society” is gorgeous 
to look at and full of fine performances. The 
characters often use the word “lovely” to 
describe something that’s mildly pleasing, 
and it’s a fitting word for the film. The story 
is amusing in a chuckling sort of way and 
Allen seems to be winking at his audience 
even more than usual. When Vonnie says 
she’d “rather be life-size” than larger-than- 
life famous, it feels like a gentle ribbing of 
Stewart. “Cafe Society” is full of dramatic 
irony so that its predictability comes across 
as another joke the audience is in on. 

What’S had? 

An early elementary school lesson is “Show, 
don’t tell,” but Allen’s narrator doesn’t think 
much of that idea. His voiceover explains 
the passage of time and character reactions, 
and frequently underlines themes that are 
so glaringly obvious you don’t need someone 
to continue hitting you over the head with 
them. Why employ a cast of heavy-hitters to 
act out a script that doesn’t trust them to get 
the point across? 

Final verdict 

Lovely and amusing with an undercurrent of 
Allen’s trademark melancholy, “Cafe Society” 
is entertaining but fails to be memorable. 
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worth a trip 

Sausage sandwich ($8)

“It’s the eye of the tiger. It’s the thrill of the 

fight ...” 

I’m at Andorka’s Sandwich Shop, a cozy 
neighborhood joint tucked into the bottom of 
an old red brick building in Pdsen, and I can’t 
stop humming that legendary Survivor track 
from the “Rocky” movies. 

As I bite into an Itafian sausage sandwich 
dripping with gooey provolone, a cascade 
of ohve-rich giardiniera flows out like a salty 
earthy waterfall. The scent of tomato and gar- 
hc flares my nostrils. This is the ideal hero, the 
kind of red sauce-slathered gem you’d find in 
an Italian mom-and-pop shop on some lonely 
corner of Staten Island, N.Y, or at Fontano’s 
Subs in Chicago’s Little Italy Or, as my brain 
is currently processing it, somewhere in Phila- 
delphia’s 9th Street Italian Market. 

With just one mouthful of this sandwich, a 
montage of “Rocky” flickers in my head. Syl- 
vester Stallone is running around the market 
in gray sweats, beating sides of beef, catching 
loose chickens and doing one-handed push- 


ups. And just like Stallone reaching the top 
steps of the Philadelphia Museum of Art, I’m 
pumping my fist as notes of fennel and red 
pepper burst from the plump, juicy sausage. 
I’m smitten. 

The one thing that sets this sandwich apart 
from a typical Italian hoagie is that it’s served 
on toasted white bread instead of a crusty roll. 
The bread, which is also available in multi- 
grain if you prefer, is baked in-house by owner 
and chef Matt Andorka. It’s not some spongy 
Wonder slice best left for sopping up sloppy 
barbecue, but a fresh airy raft with a dark ma- 
hogany crust. 

I added on a side of housemade chips ($2), 
which are a total steal and taste 10 times bet- 
ter than the expensive bagged stuff you’ll find 


at the store. They’re not fried to order, but the 
crispy sliced russet potatoes are made daily and 
glisten with a touch of fry oil. There are vinegar 
dispensers at each table, and it’s nearly impos- 
sible not to shake a few drops of the stuff on 
the basket of chips to make an improvised ver- 
sion of salt and vinegar spuds. If vinegar’s not 
your thing, go for the Kepler dip ($1), a mixture 
of sour cream, mayo and carameHzed onions 
poached from Andorka’s wife’s family recipe. 

“Everyone in her family makes a version,” 
Andorka said. “I tried and they told me mine 
wasn’t good enough.” 

Though the giardiniera is a jarred prod- 
uct that isn’t crafted in-house, it’s fantastic, 
packed with olives and also available on the 
cured sandwich ($ 8 ) with salami, coppa, ham. 


provolone and red wine vinegar. 

“I love giardiniera. I wanted it on all the 
sandwiches, but my wife said maybe that 
wasn’t such a good idea,” Andorka said. 

Like the food, the space here is homey It’s 
filled with all kinds of interesting bric-a-brac 
including a cement gargoyle, a fake bomb with 
the word “sandwich” stenciled on it, a glass 
candy jar your grandma probably also has at 
her house and a functioning 8 -track player. 

‘A customer of ours gave {the 8 -track} to 
us. He said, ‘I have this old thing and it kind 
of fits with the decor,’ ” Andorka explained. 
“We have a Beatles mix we play a lot as well 
as the soundtrack from ‘Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind’ from the Electric Moog Or- 
chestra.” 

I might just scour some thrift stores this 
weekend to see if I can find a copy of the 
“Rocky” soundtrack to donate to the Andor- 
ka’s 8 -track collection.

7B ~ Goose Island’s Green Line pale ale doesn’t 

belong to us anymore, Chicago. After six years 
of being available only on draft in local bars, the beer has graduated 
to national distribution in bottles, cans and kegs. But say hello to 
the beer replacing it, at least for now: O.M.G, an in-Chicago-only, 
on-draft-only pale ale. 


In this case, O.M.G. doesn’t stand 
for the generally-accepted text mes- 
sage abbreviation of “Oh my God,” 
but rather for Old Man Grumpy (a 
reference to Goose Island brewmas- 
ter Jared Jankoski, apparently). 

Though both are pale ales, O.M.G. 
and Green Line don’t bear much 
resemblance to each other. Green 
Line is fairly bitter and balanced, 
while O.M.G. reflects current tastes: 
It’s big and fruity It’s pretty easy 


drinking, too, with notes of mango, 
melon, pineapple and grapefruit 
leaping out, thanks to dry hopping 
with two of the industry’s trendiest 
hops right now, Huell Melon and 
Mosaic. O.M.G. finishes a touch 
syrupy and without much bitter 
snap, but it’s juicy and refreshing at 
5.8 percent alcohol. 

O.M.G. is on draft in abundance 
around Chicago and is the $4 beer of 
the month at Porkchop through July

It’s 2009, and Taylor 
Swift takes the Gram- 
my stage for the first 
time to perform her 
song “Fifteen” with 
Miley Cyrus. She is 
blonde, rad-thin and 
just 19 years old, with 
a sweet warbly voice 
and country pop lyr- 
ics that bare the soul 
of an achingly typical 
teenager. 

She sings about beginning high school— all 
of its anxieties and dreams and first-date 
wonders. Even though she’s three years older 
than Cyrus, she has this air of humility that 
puts her in definitive contrast with Cyrus’ 
worldly confidence: This is a performer who 
doesn’t seem quite comfortable yet with the 
idea of being famous, and there’s something 
captivating about that. 

Here begins her role as the nice girl, a niche 
she would occupy for seven years. 

The nice girl is youthful, beautiful, in- 
nocent and humble. She giggles at her own 
awkwardness and talks about her family, or 
divulges her crushes on other, more famous 
celebrities. Under different circumstances, 
maybe, she could be your friend. 

Later in 2009, of course, came the Kanye 
West VMA debacle. To watch West, a 32-year- 
old man, wrest the microphone away from 
the teenaged Swift was to watch a horrific 
imbalance of power— a grown man bullying a 
young girl into silence. Fittingly her subse- 
quent album was titled “Speak Now” 

And yet. Swift’s response in the immedi- 
ate aftermath was one of conciliatory peace. 
“It’s become more of a big deal than I ever 
thought it would be. ... I just would Hke to 
move on,” Swift said in a 2009 interview with 
a Miami radio jockey 

Seven years later. Swift is 26 and an 


international superstar. After a somewhat 
tumultuous year, her nice-girl persona has hit 
its deepest crisis point yet, with a series of 
Snapchat videos leaked this weekend by Kim 
Kardashian that show snippets of a phone call 
between her and West. 

In the call. West appears to ask her permis- 
sion to use certain lines in his song “Famous.” 

The kicker here is that Swift vehemently 
denied that this conversation took place. 

She was caught in the ultimate quandary: 
either admit that she undermined her image 
by agreeing to go with the racy misogynistic 
song, or pretend it never happened. 

She chose the latter, and now it seems like 
people are finally fed up with Nice Girl Taylor 
Swift. 

It doesn’t matter that West used a model 
of her naked body for the “Famous” music 
video. It doesn’t matter that Kim K.’s Snap- 
chats don’t definitively prove Swift OK’d the 
entire song. Kardashian and West, reality TV 
moguls at large, are expected to behave this 
way 

Swift, on the other hand, is nice. At least, 
that’s what she’s spent 10 years manipulat- 
ing and manufacturing the concept to make 
us believe. Niceness means handling your 
dirty business, or feuds or disagreements, 
completely under the table. Nice girls don’t 
get into obvious catfights. And nice girls 
definitely definitely don’t get caught in pubHc 
hes. 

Still, being an icon of innocence never 
could have sustained Swift throughout her 
entire career. As she enters her late 20s, the 
cutesy routine isn’t just trite— it’s downright 
wrong for her age. Now, 10 years and 10 
Grammys later, it’s time for her to graduate 
into something a little more grown-up than 
“nice.” 

Maybe this isn’t the execution she planned 
on, but Swift has been in need of an image 
change. It’s time we all let go of the nice girl.
